THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Washington 
qualified to vote in town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
House in said town on Tuesday, the 8th of March next 
at 10 of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Art. 1 To elect three selectmen, one for one year, — 
one for two years, and one for three years, and to 
elect all other necessary town officers. 

Art. 2 To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to purchase a pair of horses with the neces- 
sary equipment to go with them, to be used for the 
repair and building of its highways, and appoint one 
agent to take charge of the work of the same. 

Art..3 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repair of its highways and bridges and 
fix the price of labor thereon for the ensuing year. 
Art. 4 To see if the town will vote to raise and set 
apart the amount required by the state for the build- 
ing of permanent highways for the ensuing year. 
Art. 5 To see if the town will vote to raise and con- 
tribute a sum equal to that given by the state for the 
maintainence of state highways for the ensuing year: 
Art. 6 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 

Art. 7 To see if the town will vote to raise any thing 
for Memorial Day, and appoint an agent to expend the 


same. 
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Art. 8 To see if the town will vote to accept a legacy 
of two hundred and fifty dollars from the estate of 
the late Clara Healy. The interest to be used in the 
care of the Healy burial lots in the Center cemetery. 
Art. 9 To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highways leading from the Main road near the Strick- 
land place to the old Cherry Valley Mills. 
Art. 10 To see if the town will vote to allow any dis- 
count on taxes paid at an early date the ensuing year. 
Art. 11 To vote upon the several amendments to the 
Constitution resubmitted to the voters by the conven- 
tion held in Concord on Jan. 28, 1921. 
Art. 12 To transact any other business legally com- 
ing before said meeting.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of the Town of Washington: 

Herewith is respectfully submitted the report of 
the Superintendent of Schools for the year 1919-1920. 

Miss Rose G. Bean, a Normal Graduate, taught 
at the Center School a full year of thirty-six weeks. 
Miss Ruby Tuttle taught at the Dole School, thirty- 
five weeks, losing one week on account of serious illness 
in her family. Mrs. Mary B. Book taught at the East 
Washington school until March 19, at which time she 
removed to Canada. This school was without a teach- 
er until April 26 when we were fortunate in obtaining 
Miss Vina Dole, who has had considerable sucessful 
experience as a teacher, to take charge, and in order to 
make up as much time as possible she consented to 
teach as late as July 2. Because of Mrs. Book’s re- 
moval from the state we were able to have but thirty 
weeks of school at East Washington. 

Vhen a lumber company decided to operate near 
Cherry valley and the lumbermen brought their fam- 
ilies, it was found that a school must be provided at 
once for twelve children. There was no schoo! build- 
ing in that district, and as there had been no notice 
that a school would be needed there ,no money had 
been appropriated for the erection of a building. There 
was no guarantee that the children would be there 
tong so altogether the situation was somewhat trou- 
blesome. | 

One room in an old farm house was repaired, a 
cement chimney replaced the old brick chimney and 
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other work done to make the room useable. Mirs. 
Johnson who lived at the camp, and had had some 
_ teaching experience was engaged to teach the school, 
and did so in a satisfactory manner, but for personal 
reasons taught only eighteen weeks, and no one could 
be found to succeed her. 

The percentage of attendance was not as high as 
it should be and we trust it may improve this year. 
It should be a source of pride that the only one of onr 
eighth grade pupils to enter high school is doing ex- 
cellent work. 

At the beginning of the year there were found to 
be a very inadequate supply of text books on hand, so 
that a large number were purchased, yet not as many 
as are needed and for the next year or two the amount 
of money spent for text books may seem large. 

The school gatherings at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas time or other special occasions have been 
helpful, and one of the teachers says, “One aim of the 
school has been to renew the old time coniniutnity 
gatherings.” Three of these gatherings have been 
enjoyed by all. 

The discipline in each of the schools has been ex- 
ceptionally good. For that, the teachers and children 
are deserving of praise, and it was a pleasure to see 
the friendly relation which existed between teacher 
and pupils. Ruki
